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DETAILED ACTION 
Preliminary Remarl(s 
1 . It is noted that the assignee of the instant application is Chevron Oronite 
Company LLC and the prior art reference US 6,410,491 to Harrison has an assignee of 
Chevron Chemical Company LLC. The examiner requests the applicant to disclose the 
relationship between assignees since the claims of US '491 overlap the instant claims. 

Priority 

1 . It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. US 10/206732, filed 07/26/2002. A reference to the prior application 
must be inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this application or in an 
application data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if applicant intends to rely on the filing date of the 
prior application under 35 U.S.C. 119(e), 120, 121, or 365(c). See 37 CFR 1.78(a). For 
benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c), the reference must include the 
relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all nonprovisional 
applications.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an International application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Harrison (US 6,410,491 B1). 

Harrison discloses a metalworking fluid utilized in automatic transmissions 
comprised of polyalkenyl sulfonate (column 1, lines 4-8, 62-65; column 5, lines 6-9). 
The polyalkenyl is taught as an alkali metal or alkaline earth metal salt of a polyalkenyl 
sulfonic acid from polyalkenes with greater than 20, 50, or 70 mole percent alkyi 
vinylidene and 1,1-dialkyl isomers (column 1, lines 64-67; column 3, lines 10-13). 
Furthermore, Harrison discloses the TBN of the polyalkenyl sulfonates as 0 to 60 or 60 
to 400 (column 4, lines 46-49). However, a TBN of 12.0 is specifically disclosed in 
Example 7, which clearly overlaps the instant range of 0 to 30 (column 7). The number 
average molecular weight of the polyalkenyl is disclosed as 168 to 5000 and specifically 
as 550, 1000, or 2300 (column 3, lines 16-19). Harrison also teaches the polyalkene as 
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polyisobutene made using a BF3 catalyst (column 3, lines 19-20). The molecular weight 
distribution of polyisobutenyl sulfonic acids has at least 80% of the polyisobutenyl 
sulfonic acids molecular weights separated by even multiples of 56 daltons (column 1, 
lines 44-49). However, attention is drawn to where Harrison also discloses less than 
20% of the polyisobutenyl sulfonic acids in the molecular weight distribution of the 
polyisobutenyl sulfonic acids contain a total number of carbon atoms that is not evenly 
divisible by four, which clearly overlaps the instant claim 13 (column 1, lines 49-54). 
The preferred composition is disclosed when the alkyi vinylidene is a methyl vinylidene 
isomer and the 1,1-dialkyl isomer is a 1,1 -dimethyl isomer (column 3. lines 13-15). 
Therefore, producing the composition as disclosed by Harrison, the instantly claimed 
method is anticipated. 

Therefore, Harrison *491 anticipates the cited present claims.
